There are moral
wilkmen enough, in all conseience, erying their
wire nboul the streets and by-ways Iresh or
stule, sour or sweet, the requisite fuid runs
from w8 sufliciently copious issue, In due time,
perhiaps, the critical dociors may prescribe a
atronger aiel for their hypochondrise patient,
the reading world; or that gigantic malade
fmaginaire called the public, may rebel sgainst
the weekly araught or the daily drug of M.

others who may rend what 1 write, tho woole
matier wust continue to seem o pitiable and
trivial to waste o word or thought on it which we
can help wasting.
